The Samiti will advise the Government of India cat all 
matters relating to the development of Modern Indian 
Languages and their relationship with the Language of the 
Union, 

(C ) Tenure 

The. tenure of the official and non-official members of the 
Samtti shall be three years, provided that ; 

(i) in the case of the members at (c) and (1), the 
Government of the State concerned or the Ministry 
of Home Affairs, as the case may be, can change its 
representative, if it so desires, before the expiry of 
three years; 

(ii) a representative of the Lok Sabha or Rajya Sabha 
shall cease lo be a member of the Samiti as soon 
as he ceases to be a Member of the Lok Sabha or 
Rajya Sabha, as the case may be; 

(iii) the members nominated by the Government of 
India shall hold office during the pleasure of that 
Government; 

(iv) the official members of the Samiti at (h), (i), (j), 
(k), (m) and (n) shall continue as members, so 
Jong as they hold office, by virtue Of which they 
are members of the Samiti; and 

(v) if a vacancy arises on the Samiti due to resigna- 
tion, death, etc., of a member, the member nominat- 
ed in that vacancy shall hold office for the residue 
of the tenure of ihc member, 

3. The tenure of all nominated members will be deemed 
to commence from 1st of June of the financial year in ques- 
tion, except that of the members covered by C(V), in which 
case, ii will commence from the date of nomination. 

4. The Samiti may appoint such committees, as it may deem 
necessary for the proper discharge of its functions,

— With a view to eusuriis 
efficient, economical and expeditious execution of th* 
Tenughat Dam Project, and also securing co-ordination 
amongst the various beneficiaries of the project, the Govern- 
ment of Bihar, in consultation with the Government of India, 
have agreed to set up a Control Board as described below : — 

1. The Control Board will be m overall charge of th* 
project including its technical and financial aspects. Th* 
actual work of construction will be carried out by the 
Government of Bihar. 

2. Powers will be delegated to the Chief Administrator, 
the Chief Engineer, Tenughat Dam Project, and such other 
staff as may be found necessary, to contract for works, 
supplies and services at the direction of the Control Board, 
such contracts to be executed as on behalf of the Govern- 
ment of Bihar. 

3. The Tenughat Dam Control Board will consist of the 
following : —

(i) Chief Minister, Bihar. 

Members 

(ii) Minister for Irrigation and Power, Bihar. 

(in) Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of 
Irrigation and Power (or his representative). 

(iv) Joint Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry 
of Finance (Department of Expenditure) or his 
representative. 

(v) Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of 
Steel (or his representative). 

(vi) Chairman, Central Water and Power Commission 
(or his representative), 

(vii) Development Commissioner, Bihar. 

(viii) Secretary, Finance Department, Bihar. 

(ix) Chief Engineer, Tenughat Dam Project, Bihar, 

Member-Secretary 

(x) Chief Administrator & Secretary to Governme*t, 
River Valley Projects Department, Bihar. 

1 he financial Adviser-iwn-Chief Accounts Officer, attached 
to the River Valley Projects Department; Irrigation Secretary; 
Secretary, Public Health Engineering Department and Cbtel 
Secretary, Bihar will, ordinarily, be invited to attend the 
meeting of the Board. 

The Board shall have the powers to invite to its meetings, 
such other officers as it may consider necessary, 

4. In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of 
the provisions above, the Board shall 

(a) scrutinise the estimate of the project, advise neces- 
sary modifications and recommend the estimate for 
administrative approval of the Government of Bihar; 
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Note (2) : This wit) not affect the power dele Rated from 
time to time to the Chief A dmi nistrator or the Chief 
Engineer. 

Ig) decide the programme of construction of different 
parts ot the project, keeping in view the funds 
available, the economics of the project, and co- 
ordination of the supply of water, with its require- 
ments;

lb) examine and decide all proposals for preparation 
Of designs and for obtaining expert advice; 

(c ) examine and approve from time to time, the delega- 
tion of such powers — -technical, financial and 
administrative as it may deem necessary, for the 
efficient execution of the project, to the Chief 
Administrator, Chief Engineer and other officers 
concerned with the execution of the project; 

(d) examine and, where necessary, lay down specifica- 
tions and schedule of rates for various classes of 
work with a view to sound and efficient execution of 
the project; 

(e) approve all sub-estimates and contracts, the cost of 
which exceeds the powers of sanction of the Chief 
Administrator or the Chief Engineer; 

(f) approve all proposals for award of work or supplies 
on contract other than those based on public 
tenders, and on detailed quantitative estimates and 
works allotted on work otder basis on schedule 
rales. 

Note ( 1 ) : Where total financial liability under a contract 
is definitely ascertainable at the time of placing the 
contract and where the contract itself is the result 
of a public or limited call for tenders, prior sub- 
mission of the ptoposals to the Control Board will 
not be necessary so long as the contract is otherwise 
within the powers of sanction of the Chief Adminis- 
trator or the Chief Engineer, 


( h ) decide on the programme of resettlement of persons 
displaced as a result of the project works and scruti- 
nize and recommend expenditure on resettlement; 
iij receive such progress reports as it may prescribe 
both as to work and expenditure from tho Chief 
Administrator and other officers, review the pro- 
gress of the project and lay down steps to be taken 
to expedite the work; 

(j) the Board will frame rules as to delegation of 
power and procedure for the purpose of carrying 
out its business. It may constitute a Standing Com 
mittee and entrust to it such of its functions and 
delegate to the Committee such df its powers as it 
may deem fit. The Board may also appoint Sub- 
Comittees to carry out specific assignments.
